To  the  School  Board  of  East  Kingston,  New  Hampshire  i' 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventh  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  school  year  1954-1955  opened  with  the  follow- 
ing personnel: 

Mrs.  Clara  Merrick,  teacher  of  Grades  5-8. 
Mrs,  Blanche  Loch,  teacher  of  Grades  1-4. 
Mrs.  Eleanor   Henry,   teacher  of  Music. 
Miss"  Mary  Shea,  School  Nurse. 

This  is  the  same  competent  staff  of  teachers  who 
taught  last  year  and  they  are  working  diliigently  to  give 
the  boys  and  girls  very  good  training. 

The  School  Board  had  the  classroom  at  the  Pound 
School  attractively  redecorated  last  summer.  The  tops 
cf  the  student  desks  were  sanded  and  stained  with  a 
natural  finish.  This  work  has  greatly  improved  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  room. 

The  Trustees  of  Brown's  Academy  have  had  most  of 
the  basement  painted  which  makes  that  area  much  lighter 
and  cleaner. 

The  audio-visual  program  through  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  rental  plan  continues  to  be  an  important 
part  of  the  school  program.  This  provides  educational 
films  once  in  two  weeks  throughout  the  year.  This  is- 
paid  for  jointly  by  the  School  Board  and  the  Trustees. 

The  enrollment  at  the  Pound  School  has  been  higher 
this  year  than  what  we  would  like.  For  the  first  few' 
months   it   averaged   thirty   seven    pupils   but   recently   it 
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lias  dropped  to  thirty  four  which  has  helped  a  great  deal. 
There  seems  to  be  no  immediate  em-ollment  problem  at 
Brown's  Academy. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  to  make 
lA^orthwhile  contributions  to  the  school  program. 

The  graduation  exercises  Vv^ere  again  excellently 
done  and  the  students  and  teachers  .should  be  congratu- 
lated. 

I  would  like  to  mention  a  few  of  the  many  bills 
dealing  with  education  which  are  being  presented  to  this 
session  of  the  state  legislature  for  action. 

One  bill  would  reimburse  each  school  district  about 
fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  school  transportation  for  all 
students  up  to  sixteen  years  of  age.  Another  bill  deals 
with  school  building  construction  aid  and  would  refund 
to  any  district  which  finds  it  necessary  to  build  about 
twenty  five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  construction.  This 
is  similar  to  laws  which  Vermont  and  Maine  now  have. 

Other  bills  would  provide  increased  amounts  of 
equalization  State  Aid  as  well  as  a  flat  grant  aid  which 
would  pay  to  each  district  so  much  for  each  pupil  enrolled 
in  school. 

The  above  bills  are  ail  plans  to  reduce  the  burden 
on  the  property  taxpayer. 

I  call  to  your  attention  the  reports  of  the  school 
nurse  and  the  music  teacher  and  the  tables  which  follow. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  the  members  of  the 
School  Board,  and  the  teachers  for  their  continued  sup- 
port and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Mmsic 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Music  Supervisor  for 
the  year  1954. 

The  music  program  for  the  year  was  divided  into 
the  following  two  parts:  the  regular  school  loom  work 
and  the  work  done  for  special  musical  programs. 

The  regular  school  room  work  consisted  of  ear- 
training,  rhythms,  rhythm-band,  wdrk  with  Tonetteis, 
music  appreciation,  dancing,  listening  to  records,  singing 
in  unison  and  in  parts,  learning  the  fundamentals  of  music, 
and  note  reading. 

Special  programs  which  are  given  for  the  public  are 
very  beneficial.  Poise  and  self-confidence  acquired  at  an 
early  age  mean  a  great  deal  to  a  person  in  later  life.  In 
June,  at  the  graduation  exercises,  special  songs  v/ere 
sung,  and  the  operetta  "Snow  White  and  the  Seven 
Dwarfs"  was  presented  under  the  capable  direction  of 
Mrs.  Merrick.  In  December,  the  students  of  Brown  Acad- 
emy gave  a  short  program  of  songs  and  square  dances 
for  the  meeting  of  the  King's  Daughters.  At  the  annual 
Christmas  Tree  Program  at  the  East  Kingston  Town  Hall, 
the  pupils  of  the  Pound  School  presented  a  Christmas 
Play  which  included  songs,  rhythm  band  and  Tonette 
selections,  and  dancing. 

It  is  intended  that  the  music  program  will  give  every 
pupil  a  variety  of  Musical  experiences. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  members 
of  the  School  Board,  the  P.  T.  A.,  the  teachers  and  parents 
for  their  co-operation.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

One  major  step  has  been  taken  by  the  community 
of  East  Kingston  in  its  school  health  program.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  P.  T.  A.  Dr.  Robert  H.  Ray  was  ob- 
tained to  give  physicial  examinations  to  the  graduating 
class!  and  to  the  seventh  grade.  Although  this  was  only  a 
part  of  the  planned  program,  due  to  the  inability  of  Dr. 
Ray  to  find  more  time  to  examine  the  rest  of  the  pupils, 
tlie  effort  has  been  made  and  the  program  will  be  com- 
pleted. 

The  dental  care  of  the  children  has  increased  notice- 
ably and  on  the  whole  the  teeth  are  in  better  condition 
than   ever,  though  much  remaina  to   be  done. 

Two  new  projects  were  completed  this  year.  The 
older  children  had  sugar  and  albumen  tests  and  over 
95  percent  of  all  the  children  had  patch  tests  for  tuber- 
culosis. We  are  happy  to  report  that  all  were  negative. 

Both  teachers  have  been  most  helpful  and  have  done 
an  extramely  good  job  in  health  teaching  in  the  class- 
room. They  have  been  most  alert  in  noticing  and  re- 
porting to  the  nurse  slight  deviations  from  normal  thus 
helping  in  early  correction  of  these  deviations.  We  wish 
to  thank  them,  the  School  Board,  the  PTA  and  the  people 
of  the  com.munity  for  their  cooperation  and  help  in  estab- 
lishing an  excellent  school  health  program.
